FOREST EXPERT ADVISES. 


| AN DIEGO, Oct. 14-—[{Bxclusive

last efforts of the Washington gov- 
ernment to deal with the Huerta au- 
thorities by diplomatic means unless 
there is a decided change of spirit on 
the part of the officials in Mexico City. 

The negotiations through John Lind 
had proceeded to the point where the 
State Department accepted the in- 
dorsement of Federico Gamboa for 
the Presidency as meaning the elim- 
ination of Huerta, and where it was 
confidently hoped that a fair and free 
election would be held on October 26. 
Now, however, President Wilson has 
made it clear that the Washington 
government had with the events of 
the last few days—the imprisonment 
of the Deputies and the establishment 
of a dictatorship by Huerta—lost all 
hope of seeing a constitutional elec- 
tion held by the Huerta regime.

Badtke Says the Captain "athe forward of the Volturno 
Failed to Understand. 


German, Polish and Yiddish|***»* 


Stumped the Master. 


Volturno Survivor in Havre 
Talks of Disaster. 


[BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES) 

HAVRE, Oct. 14.—La Touraine of 
the French line, second of the rescue 
ships which figured in the Volturno 
district to reach port, arrived at 
Havre this morning. la Touraine 
had forty-two survivors on board. 

Friedrich Badtke, @ young steerage 
passenger, was the first person on 
board the Volturne to discover the 
fire. 

“I saw smoke coming through the 
cracks in the floor of my quarters for- 
ward,” he said, “and I became sure 
that the hold below was afire. I ran 
as fast as I could to the deck in front 
of the bridge. The captain himself 
was there and I yelled to him in Ger- 
man that the ship was ou fire. He 
did not understand me. I called out 
again in Polish and then shouted in 
Yiddish, but still I was unable to 
make him understand and he sent’ 
down a sailor to inquire what was the 


matter. 

“I led the gaillor down to the steer- 
age deck. When he saw the smoke 
he opened one of the hatches and was 
met with a rush of smoke and heat 
The sailor then returned to the bridge 
and warned the captain. 

“All the passengers in the forward 
steerage had by this time become 
aroused and every one seemed panic- 
stricken. I believe some jumped over- 
board from gheer fright.” 

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The origin of the fire seems to be 
in doubt Hans Magnus, a member 
of the Volturno’s crew, said there 
were frequent violations of the steam- 
ship company's strict order forbid- 
ding persons in the steerage to 
smoke. 

“T feel sure,” sald Magnus, “that 
some steerage passenger, when an in- 
spector was seen, threw a cigarette 
down a hatehway. The fire broke out 
In a@ part of the hold where a lot of 
rugs and other stuff that would burn 
easily were piled.” 

OTHER VIEWS. 

Several of the survivors who were 
taken off by the Minneapolis agreed 
that the fire originated in an ex- 
plosion of grease in a galley as a re- 
sult of which several cooks and their 
assistants were killed. Later a num- 
ber of the crew and several passen- 
gers lost their iives fighting the 
flames. 

None of the survivors on the Min- 
neapolis saved anything with the ex- 
ception of a cheerful and clerical 
looking Pole, who brought off a huge 
Bible and a green bag filled with 
books. 

On the forward deck of La Touraine 
when she arrived at the quay was a 
group of eight children from 3 to 12 
years of age, who had been rescued

CAPTAIN OF VOLTURNO 
REPORTS ON DISASTER. 


PW YORK, Oct. 14.-Capt. Fran- 
N cis Inch, whose steamer, the Vol- 

turno, was burned at sea with the 
loss of 136 lives, told his story of the 
disaster tonight. It isa plain seaman's 
tale, but in it line by line the horrors 
of the disaster and the terrible ordeal 
through which passengers and crew 
passed are brought out all the more 
clearly, perhaps, for the marked di- 
rectness and simplicity with which 
the story ils told. 

His narrative runs without ap- 
parent omission of any salient fact, 
but one. Capt. Inch does not say 
what caused the fire, reporting simply 
that the chief officer advised him at 
ten minutes before 7 o'clock on the 
morning of October 9 of ite existence 
below and that five minutes later the 
flames had burst through the forward 
hatches and were spreading rapidly. 
Capt. Inch’s narrative read# 

“At €:60 am., October 9%, 1912, 

titude 49.12 north, longitude 34.51, 
when the fire was reported in hold 
No. 1 by chief officer, At 6:55 a.m, 
flames were burning through No. 1 
hatches, setting fire to the forecastie 
and all deck fittings. I slowed the 
ship down and kept her before the 
wind.to enable us to put the steam 
extinguishers in operation, also three 
fire hoses from deck connections. 
The flames were gaining rapidly, 
reaching the height of the foremast 
light and imprisoning the watch be- 
low, who were burned to death in the 
forecast 


“A series of explosions now oc- 


pital amidships, the compass and 
steering gear being also damaged by 
the explosions. I gave orders to get 
help by wireless as soon as the flames 
burned the hatches. 
“It seemingly being impossible to 
save the ship, I had boats provisioned 
and swung out. The ship was rolling 
heavily. dats Nos. 13 and 6 were 
smashed, but No. 2 was lowered in 
the water with cabin passengers and 
stewardess in charge of Chief Officer 
H. P. Miller. After this boat left the 
ship she capsized, throw her 0oc- 
cupanta into the water. he after- 
wards righted herself and several of 
the crew got back into the boat, the 
chief officer being one 
No. 6 boat was lowered and got away 
safely, filled with steerage passengers 
in charge of Fourth Officer Langee!! 
The No. 7 boat on being lowered was 
caught under the stern of the ship, 
the boat being completely wrecked. 
“Meanwhile the chief engineer, two 
seamen and myself fought the fre 
and apparently subdued the flames. 
I gave orders to send no more boats 
away, as I had received word -from 
the Carmania that she was hoping te 
be with us by 11 am. Life belts 
were served out and put on each pas- 


sengcer. The passengers now became 
calmer. Food was served out to 
them, 


“At 9 a.m. the bunker was found 
to be ablaze. It being impossible to 
stop the fire in the bunker on account 
of gases, the water-tight doors were

“At 11 a.m. the Carmania arrived

The steamship Seydlits 
arrived and lowered boats, which 
eould not reach us. About 3 p.m. the 
Carmania returned and tried to reach 
the ship with life rafts, but all drifted 
past our boat, too far away. 

“Several steamers had arrived by 
dusk, Krooniand put away boats 
which made four attempts to come 
alongside, but were swept away each 
time. 

“At 0:20 p.m. the saloon and chart- 
house were flaming. The deck, bridge 
and all before the funnel were biaz- 
ing fiercely. Pumps and dynamos 
stopped for want of steam. Marconi 
operators worked with the accumu- 
lator until 11 p.m., when the magazine 
on the bridge blew up, carrying the 
aerial away. 


“Several boats by this time were ly- 


gere to jump, and they were rescued 
by boats. At 12 o'clock, midnight, the 
weather was overcast and squalily. 
Operationg were suspended, it being 
too dark for boats to see. The fire 
meanwhile worked through the wom- 


ship, but we kept knowledge of this 
from the passengers, who were quiet 
throughout the rest of the night. 
“The chief engineer, the Marcon! 
men and seamen and myself spent the 
e dure rou th or 
daylight. g e dec e 
“At 5:15 a.m., the first boat arrived. 
Weather and sea having moderated, 
the boats were enabled to come along- 
side ship which enabled passengers to 
embark quickly. All the steamers 
around the ship sent boats. Now we 
were enabled to load three boats with 
pears at once. The passengers 
eft in a very orderly way and there 
was no panic, Women breaking down 
and crying when help was alongside, 
and all were off the ship by 8 a.m., 
about 400 passengers. I searched the 
ship myself and found no one else 
on board, so decided te abandon her 
as the No. 3 hatch was well alight by 
now, so with remainder of crew, em- 
barked on the Kroonland. 
“Nothing at all has been heard of 
the two missing boats. Passing ves-

them,

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 14.-—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Congressman Raker has vir- 
tually declined to confer with the 
Postoffice Department on the subject 
of the appointment of presidential 
postmasters in California. He has 
been invited to call on the Postmas- 
ter-General, but has deferred his visit 
on one excuse or another and today 
admitted that he had no intention of 
taking up the subject at the Post- 
office Department. 

“I am taking no part in this ques- 
tion,” he said, when asked as to his 
attitude. “As a citizen only, I have 
recommended some applicants for 
appointment, but that is all. I do 
not care to express any opinion on 
the failure of the department to 
make appointments.” 

That there is something decidedly 
peculiar in the postoffice situation in 
California is admitted, Except in 
their own districts, three Democratic 
Congressmen have been keeping stu- 
diously aloof from the distribution of 
postofiice patronage. Church is out 
of the city on a touring trip and will 
not return until November 1. Before 
leaving he confined his activities as.

ANKER ATTACKS 
CURRENCY BILL. 


“BORN IN CAUCUS, CRADLED IN 
POLITICS,” HE SAYS. 


(SY A. NIGHT WIRE TO THE Tree) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—Declaring 
that the Owen-Class currency Dill, 
now before Congress, was “born In a 
caucus and cradled in politics since 
its inception,” A Barton Hepburn, 
chairman of the Chase National Bank 
of New York, attacked today the Wil- 
son administration measure. Mr. 
Hepburn was one of the speakers at 
the national conference of currency 
reform, which epened here today un- 
der the auspices of the New York 
Academy of Political Scienee. 
Senator Robert L. Owen, sponsor 
in the Senate for the currency bill: 
Representative Carter Glass, who led 
the fight for the bill in the House, and 
Representative Robert J. Bulkley of 
Ohio, member of the House Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency, de- 
fended the administration plan. Ar- 
thur Reynolds of Des Moines, presi- 
dent of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation, and Mr. Hepburn spoke for 
the bankers opposed to the Dill. 
The debate revolved largely about 
the wisdow of compelling national! 
banks to join in the proposed system 
under penalty of losing their char- 
ters, and on the assertion that desig- 
nation of the members of the Fed- 
eral reserve board by the President 
would open the way to political dom- 
ination of the banking business. 

“I am not especially fearful of po- 
litical control,” said Mr. Hepburn. “T 
am not even especially feagful of in- 
competent confrol. But inasmuch as 
thig bill was born in a caucus and 
cradled in politics from its inception, 
the public in general may be pardoned 
for having some misgivings as to 
whether politics may not have a part 
in ite management.”

— Representative Glass held that 
the real reason for the opposition of 
bankers was the fear of an immediate 
loss of profits to many of them. 

Senator Owen insisted that the 
banking system as a whole should be 
supervised directly DA the government 
in the interest of the peo in- 
stead of being in the hands of bank- 
ers for their own profits. 

He predicted unqualiedly the suc- 
cess of the bill, defending the 
provisions making it compulsory 
for national banks to join the reserve 
association, 

Summarizing the advantages of the 
bill, Senator Owen emphasized that 
member banks will be able to with- 
draw from the New York Stock Bx- 
change and other stock exchanges « 
large volume of credit and time ioans 
and that the banks will be enabled 
to use their funds for the commerce 
and industry of the country Instead of 
stock-exchange loans. 

“The call loans on the stock ex- 
change,” he continued, “frequently 
and in large degree are used in 
promoting gambling transactions 
which make unstable financial and 
commercial conditions tn the United 
States.”

Supervisor Norton Pilloried 
by His Colleagues. 


Caustic Resolution Adopted 
Condemning Him. 


Upholds Officials Whom the 
Obstructionists Attacked. 


One of the most caustic resolu- 
tions ever passed by the Supervisors 
was adopted yesterday censuring Su- 
pervisor Norton for a signed article 
appearing in E. T. Earl's sunrise or- 
gan. The article criticised the Dis- 
trict Attorney, the County Counsel and 
the other members of the board for 
their alleged “reactionary” ideas and 
for a supposed indifference in regard 
to bringing a test suit to determine 
the legality of the fee system. 

The funny part of the action of 
Norton is that he was the only mem- 
ber of the board to oppose bringing 
mandamus proceedings against the 
Sheriff to settle the point upon which 


ferent. 

For once Norton was left speech- 
less. He recovered himself to ask 
that the resolution be read. Clerk 
McPherron read the resolution. 

“READ IT YOURSELF.” 


“If you are not satisfied you can 
read it for yourself,” suggested Chair- 
man Pridham. 

The resolution creates a wide breach 
between Norton and the other mem- 
bers which may never be healed. 
Even Hinshaw, who has sided with 
Norton occasionally, was much vexed 
when the article was read by the 
clerk. 

After the meeting Norton said that 
he did not care for the opinion of 
his fellow-members as long as he 
“stood well w’th the people.” He 
said he will continue to fight alone 
for what he deems the right, irre- 
spective of the opinions of others. 

The proceeding was an unusual one, 

but Chairman Pridham stated to 
the board he believed the unjust de- 
nunciation of the District Attorney 
and the County Counsel, to say noth- 
ing of the attack upon the Supervis- 
ors, deserved a public censure. 
Capt. Manning moved the adoption 
of the resolution. He was seconded 
by Supervisor Butler. Hinshaw and 
Pridham voted in the affirmative.

“I resent this article,”. said Chair- 
man Pridham, “and am very sorry 
that any member of this board would 
go to any paper with such misstate- 
ments. Mr. Norton's vote on July 28 
was cast against the very proceeding 
he writes we have taken little interest 


When Norton finally § recovered 
from the unexpected blow dealt him 
by his fellow-members, he said: 

“I have never been given a chance. 
Before I was sworn in, my friends 
told me there would always be three 
votes against me. Everything I do is 
ignored.” 

“You are unfair to this board and 
you are not making a truthful state- 
ment,” interrupted Pridham with 
some heat. 

“Don't you butt In,” retorted Nor- 
ton. “I won't have it. I will get all 
the publicity I please and I won't con- 
sult the members about it either.” 


THE RESOLUTION. 


The resolution as passed by the 
board. reads as follows: 

Whereas, there appeared in a Los 
Angeles morning paper of October 12, 
1913, a signed statement apparently 
written by R. H. Norton, a member 
of this board, which statement at- 
tempted to criticise the District Attor- 
ney'’s office of this county and the 
County Counsel and in a velled way 
insinuated that said officers were not 
earnest in the service of the people, 
especially in the suit brought to de- 
termine the question of the right of 
certain officers of the county to re- 
tain fees for their services during 
their present term, 

Now, therefore, be it resolved, that 
any statement in said article, attempt- 
ing to reflect in any way upon the de- 
votion to duty, integrity and ability 
of either the District Attorney or the 
County Counsel does not represent the 
judgment or opinion of the Board of 
Supervisors, 

On the contrary, this board is, from 
association and intimate acquaintance 
with the District Attorney's office, and 
the county counsel, firmly convinced 
that both these two important offices 
are conducted entirely without regard 
to partisanship or politics; that in 
rendering their opinions their sole 
aim and desire has been to earnestly 
investigate the law and clearly inform 
the Board of Supervisors and other 
officers therein. And. with a feel- 
ing of security and tteteetion that 
the board is able to say that the 
opinions rendered by these two offi- 
cers have been uniformly held to be 
sound and correct when attacked in 
legal proceedings. 

The Board of Supervisors is firmly 
convinced and happy to state, as the 
opinion of the board, that the offices 
of the District Attorney and the 
county counsel are conducted con- 
scientiously and most ably in the In- 
terests of the whole people. 

In the matter of determining the 
legal question as to fees during the 
present term of certain officers, the 
District Attorney's office, feeling there 
was considerable difference of opin- 
jon in regard to the law, requested 
the Board of Supervisors to authorize 
them to ask the co-operation, advice 
and counsel of any interested citi- 
zen, and thereupon, upon the request 
of the county counsel and the Dis- 
trict Attorney, the board passed the 
following resolution July 28, 1913: 

“In connection with the proceed- 
ings for compelling the county Sheriff 
to turn over his fees to the County 
Treasurer, the Board of Supervisors 
authorizes you to invite all persons 
interested in the county fees question 
to join in the action.”

Man of Many Marriages Says He Is 
_Able to Dook After His Own 
Daughter and Demands Continued

Torn by conflicting emotions—the

little Elizabeth Meiklejohn has become 
the shuttle-cock in a struggle for 
suardianship between Matthew 
Meiklejohn, a merchant tailor, and his 
wife. Through habeas corpus proceed- 
ings instituted at Santa Ana last Sat- 
urday, Meiklejohn obtained possession 
of his daughter, who, he alleged, was 
being kept away from him without av- 
thority by his wife with whom he 
has not been living since January, up 
to which time they lived at No. 1435 
West Twenty-seventh street. 

Mra. Meiklejohn, through her attor- 
ney, George L. Sanders, will file a pe- 
tition this morning in the Superior 
Court dsking that Meiklejohn's ap- 
pointment as guardian of Elizabeth be 
set aside. The allegations in the peti- 
tion repeat the charges made in the 
unsuccessful defense of the habeas 
corpus proceedings at Santa Ana Sat- 
urday, when it was alleged that Mei- 
klejohn is not a fit person to act as 
guardian of Elizabeth; that he is given 
to violent outbursts of temper; that 
he has made her perform hard and 
harmful labor beyond her strength; 
and that he has not made 4 proper 
accounting of his guardianship. 

The petition also states that the girl 
is the possessor of an estate valued at 
about $25,000 and asks that the pe- 
titioner or some other fit person be 
appointed guardian. The Meiklejohns 
were married thirteen years ago at 
which time Elizabeth was 3 years old 
and since that time she always has 
considered her stepmother her real 
mother until the truth was inadver- 
tently revealed to her a short time ago. 
Meiklejohn has been married four 
times, Elizabeth being a child by his 
second wife. To the present union 
four children have been born. 

Meiklejohn declined to discuss the 
case for publication and referred all 
inquiries to his attorney, Isidore B. 
Dockweiler. The latter denied cate- 
ically all the allegations regarding 
his client, and asserted that Meikle- 
john is in every way & fit and proper 
erson to act as guardian for his minor 
children; that he is a kind and loving 
father, and that at the death of his 
second wife Meiklejohn made over to 
his minor children several pieces of 
real estate Which had been held joint- 
ty by himself and wife, and at the 
same time had himself appointed

Federal Officer Investigating Dis- 
puted Possession of Desert Dand 
Claim in Imperial Valley. 

On account of the disputed posses- 
sion of a 160-acre desert-land entry 
in Imperial Valley, George W. Comer- 
ford of the field service of the land 
department at the Federal building, 
has started an investigation.

Alien’s Dong and Hard Fought 
Rattle Eads With Order to Leave

It is twelve years since engineers and 
thoughtful citizens in San Francisco real 
ized that its water supply was inadequate. 
Comprehensive surveys were made from 
Eel River in the north to the Tuolumne 


annual runoff of twenty-four inches, or 
nearly 2,000,000 acre feet, was selected. 

Hetch-Hetchy Valley is a gorge in the 
Yosemite National Park, thirty miles from 
Yosemite Valley proper. The watershed is 
composed wholly of granite mountains on 
which there is a heavy snowfall every win- 
ter. It is proposed to convert the valley 
into a magnificent lake, and store the wa- 
ter from the melting snows which now run 
of in torrential floods each year, doing 
good to no one and at times causing dam- 
age. 


nomic factor favors the Hetch-Hetchy Val- 
ley as @ source of water supply for San 
Francisco. It is free from complicating 
water rights. There are additional power 
possibilities outside the national reserva- 
tion, and the project will cost $20,000,000 
less than any other feasible project for 
furnishing an adequate supply. 

Investigations were made by various 
boards, and applications to the Interior De 
partment at Washington were presented, 
but up to the present time San Francisco 
has not succeeded in obtaining the requisite 
authorization to proceed with the work. A 
bill is now pending in Congress making to 
the municipality of San Francisco a grant 
of the Yosemite waters, and a place to im- 
pound them in Hetch-Hetchy Valley and 
Lake Eleanor Basin in the Yosemite Na- 
tional Park, and Cherry Valley in the 
Stanislaus National Forest. Also a right 
of way over the public lands not exceeding 
250 feet in width on which to construct 
canals, aqueducts and pipe lines to convey 
the water to San Francisco, 

The grant proposed in the Hetch-Hetchy 
bill as reported from the House Committee 
on Public Lands seems to be abundantly 
guarded in every particular. Homestead, 
mining and right-of-way claims are not to 
be affected by it. The cutting of timber is 
forbidden, except so much as may be actu- 
ally necessary to construct, repair and op- 
erate reservoirs, dams, power plants and 
electric works: and all timber taken from 
the public lands must be paid for. A law- 
ful fence must be maintained on each side 
of the right of way. The right of way must 
be cleared of debris or infammable ma- 
terial. The government is to have the free 
use of all telegraph and telephone lines con- 
structed by the grantee. All reservoirs, 
dams, conduits, power plants, water power 
and electric works, bridges, fences and 
other structures not of a temporary char- 
acter are required to be sightly, and “of 
suitable exterior design and finish,” so as to 
harmonize with the surroynding landscape 
and ite use as a park. 


The city of San Francisco is forever pro- 


hibited from selling, assigning or trans- 
ferring any of the rights granted to it to 
any vate person or corporation. The 
city assign to the United States all 
roads and trails built by it. It is, after 
five years, to pay the United States $15,000 
per annum for ten years, $20,000 per an- 
num for the next ten years and $30,000 
per annum thereafter. The money to be 
kept by the United States in a separate 
fund, and applied to the building and main- 
tenance of roads and trails and other im- 
provements in the Yosemite National Park 
and other national parks in the State of 
California. 

The grantee is obliged to observe strict 
sanitary regulations. No garbage or other 
refuse shall be placed in the waters of any 
reservoir or stream, or within 300 feet 
thereof. All sewage from permanent camps 
and hotels within the watershed shal] be 
filtered by natural percolation through 
porous earth, or otherwise adequately purt- 
fied. No bathing or laundry work or other 
pollution of the water in the reservoirs 
or in the streams within one mile of the 


sufficient to protect the purity of the water 
supply, a filtration plant shall be installed. 

The city of San Francisco is required to 
recognize the prior rights of the Modesto 


River measured at the La Grange dam. The 
city is also required to return to the Tuo 
lumne River above the La Grange dam for 
the use of the irrigation districts all sur- 
plus or waste water resulting from the de- 
velopment of hydro-electric energy. 

San Francisco is forbidden to divert be- 
yond the limits of the San Joaquin Valley 
any more of the waters from the Tuo 
lumne watershed than shall be necessary 


for domestic use and other municipal serv- 


ices. 

The grantee must supply to all cities and 
towns and land owners in the Modesto and 
Turlock frrigation districts electric energy 
for pumping purposes at cost, and, until 
they are supplied, it cannot sell electrical 
energy for commercial purposes. It must 
sell such power at rates to be fixed under 
the laws of California or, in the absence 
of such laws, at prices to be approved by 
the Gecretary of the Interior. It must, 
within three years, maintain apparatus ca- 
pable of developing and transmitting not 
lees than 10,000 horse power; within ten 
years, 20,000 horse power; within fifteen 
years, 30,000 horse power, and within 
twenty years, 60,000 horse power.

There is always a 
little bit of moisture in new wheat, and 
after standing quite a while in cars, this 
was sure to cause moisture to come out. 
in that climate the moisture was 
sure to freeze, and it went probably “No. 
5, frozen, wet,” which is 10 cents to 15, 
cents below No. 5. 

The advantage-of being able to ship 
grain into United States markets instead 
of having it held up awaiting the thaw in 
the lakes in May will save millions of dol- 
lars. Most of the American railroads of 
the Northwest built spurs to reach the 
border when they anticipated reciprocity a 
few years ago and are prepared to run 
a perfect network of lines north and south 
in Canada to meet these spurs, which will 
make many outlets into the States instead 
of only two or three as at present. 

Another great advantage lies in the fact 
that, although the quoted price of wheat 
may be the same here as in Canada, it 
grades higher here. Almost no wheat up 
there is graded above No. 4, which means 
that it brings 60 cents or 65 cents when 
No. 1 is 96 cents or more, and the same 
Americans in Canada are doing most of 
the big farming and they will profit largely 
by the Wilson-Underwood tariff. The Can- 
adians of the West have never been satis- 
fied with the defeat of President Taft's 
treaty two years ago.

ANADIAN GRAIN. 

The new tariff will be to Canada the 
most magnificent present that one coun- 
try ever received from another, and the ex- 
pense thereof will be borne by the grain 
farmers of Ohio, Indiana, 
linois, Wisconsin and Minnesota. Hither- 
to the only outlet for Canadian grain has 
been by the Great Lakes via Ft. William 
and Port Arthur to England. Canadian 
grain matures later than does grain in the 
Middle West and the lakes freeze and navi- 
gation ceases when only half the crop is 
threshed. When the Canadian elevators 
are filled after navigation has closed, the 
grain arriving must remain in cars, where 
it is more or less damaged. A car short- 
age results, and the grain lilies on the 
ground all winter, as few farmers have 
any way to keep it under cover. The 
weather deteriorates it so that its rat- 
ing is reduced to No. 3, and sometimes 
No. 6 and it is often rated as

THE LOOKING GLASS OF 
LITERATURE. 


BY GORDON RAY YOUNG. 


The literature of a period reflects the 
personality of the people as surely and as 
unflatteringly as a looking-glass, for only 
those of us who are debutantes .r dudes 
can stare into the placid mirror without 
tremulous misgivings. In staring into the 
literature of this period we cannot fail to 
see ourselves reflected as grossly igno- 
rant, sensationcraving and far below the 
standards that we know to be good. 

One of the biggest publishing houses in 
the world has announced the policy of “few- 
er and better books.” Just what is meant 


| by better books is difficult to tell, for con- 


temporaries are never accurate judges of 
their associates, Certainly it is not meant 
those ponderous folios th which the hero 
and heroine are chased through page after 
page by the villain who is predestined to 
tumble headlong into a pit dug for others, a 
book in which all of the virtuous are ex- 
tolled by name and long preachments are 
inserted through the medium of conversa- 
tions. 


A “good” book is largely a personal equa- 
tion and depends on the taste of the reader. 
Some people Shakespeare, though 
few are courageous enough to admit it, and 
some people dislike music, even as Dr. 
Johnson, who preferred the rattle of tin- 
pans to Haydn’s symphonies. Certainly no 
man ever lived who talks with all the met- 
aphorical bombast of Shakespearean char- 
acters, but actions, so we are informed, 
speak louder than words and their actions 
are natural. 

+ Recognized standards, however, have 
been established by those conceded as au- 
thorities. And as long as Macaulay’s opin- 
ion is honored, no one will ever call Mont- 
gomery a poet. The worst that Montgom- 
ery ever did was to waste the time of the 
reader, whereas Macaulay stands convicted 
of having polished history with his imagi- 
nation and of impaling verities on the ra- 
pier of paradox. We have established—or 
rather accurate historians, not nearly so 
interesting, have established—that Macau- 


“lay’s history is chiefly good as a rheto- 


rician’s text-book, and not as one for a 
student anxious to get at the frigid truth 

The books of Dickens are considered 
“good” by those who enjoy them. Others 
claim to be so shocked by the irregular 
grammar of the author that their sensitive 
souls will not permit them to enjoy the 
vagaries of his grotesque characters. 

Victor Hugo was considered the greatest 
author of his day. His novel, “Les Miser 
ables,” has for it claimants who would place 
it as the greatest ever written. 

George Meredith was generally accorded 
the ranking novelist of this period, and yet 
as one illustrious critic said: “He could 
do everything but tell a story.” His novels 
are hard to read, but worth the trouble. 

There are any number of other famed 
and worthy authors who are considered 
great, and whose books are marked by au- 
thentic approval as “good.” After whom 
shall the publishers order their hacks to 
— in the effort to turn out “good” 


Until a few years ago Dumas-esque fic- 
tion was all the rage; we sipped blood from 
every page and were threatened with heart 
trouble by reason of consternation over the 
hero's perils in every chapter. Then came 
a vigorous attempt to force down our 
throats psychological treatises that has not 
yet abated. Henry James was dean of the 
cult, and those who are able to understand 
him say that he is great. Along the same 
line came spiritualism, hypnotism and all 
the other “isms” in the thought dome of 
frantic authors struggling for an idea. And 
all of it was more or less popular, and still 
is, despite the fact that loud voices are 


| raised to condemn it. 


So, what shall be called a “good” book? 
When will the publisher be able to pat him- 
self on the back for having benefited hu- 
manity by adding a new treasure to the 
literary museum? Address the question to 
the Sphinx. It can give as good an answer 
as anyone.

really “good” book, one that wil] meet with 
more than temporary fame, which, incident 
ally, is no indication that it is meritorious. 
Almost every person not only can read, but 
does read. The wide circulation of the 
newspapers indicates that. Being such an 
enormous number of readers there are in- 
numerable tastes to be gratified, and it is 
utterly {mpossible to expect them, or any 
great number of them, to be satisfied by 
the same book. Our “schools” consist al- 
most entirely in having authors imitate the 
plot of the latest successful book. As when 
“Three Weeks” was dumped onto the mar- 
ket and gobbled up was the inception of 
the salacious period to which even the 
fleshy statue of Shakespeare—Hall 
succumbed. After the tremendous success 
of “The Prisoner of Zenda” we had histor- 
ical novels until good, old, sound historians 
could hardly tell whether they were writing 
fiction or paraphrasing chronicles. 

There have been many “good” books 
lished in the last decade, 
because the conscientious reader has been 
able to find from that number several! that 
pleased, although it may have been as dis- 
couraging as looking for something intelli- 
gible to a child in a volume’ of Browning. 
I did not say that there had been any 
“great” books published—for he who is a 
judge of contemporary greatness must be 
in good standing with the Delphian priest- 
ess, and gain knowledge elsewhere than 
from observation. Consider that a few 
years ago Emerson was denounced from 
many pulpits, and Thoreau wrote “Thank 
God, the edition is exhausted” when his 
house burned and with it all the wonderful 
books of his that he had not been able to 
sell. It would be wrong to blame their con- 
tem for who can tell what genius 
posterity will discover to have lived among 
us, and whom we allowed to starve or 
whom we.

For some years Miss Thompson is 
asserted to have been a thorn in the 
side of the First Methodist Church, 
but the utmost sympathy has always 
been expressed for her. She has fre- 
quently made distressing display of 
her belief that somebody was pur- 
suing her and on one occasion she 
became so violent in an afternoon 
meeting that it was necessary to call 
a policeman. 

She once threatened to take her own 
life at the chancel and is said to have 
ordered her tombstone and to have 
made arrangements for a cemetery lot 
She had for some years been an assist- 
ant in the undertaking establishment 
of Pierce Brothers. 

The last time she interrupted the 
congregation in the church Was at an 
evening service when the house was 
packed. Dr. Locke had just finished 
his sermon when he saw her come 
down the aisle, and alertly stepped to 
the end of the platform and inter- 
cepted her, leading her back to the 
floo 


r. 

She said, in response to his ques- 
tion, that she wanted to address the 
congregation concerning her needs. 
but was that all 
must come before the official ard 
Fearing that she would carry out her 
threat to kill herself at the chancel, 
she was finally arrested and charged 
with lunacy. 

She was adjudged a lunatic by the 
Lunacy Commission, but eppealed to 
a jury and the latter acquitted her. 
The suit was not pressed because the 
ehurch officials feared that the pub- 
lic might think they were persecut- 
ing the woman, whereas they all ex- 
preas the utmost sympathy for her.

WINS DAMAGES. 
WOMAN KILLED BY AUTO. 

The $40,000 damage suit of Dr. 
John H. Daugherty against C. FE. Love 
for injuries to himself and the death 
of his wife, as the result of an auto 
accident, resulted in an award of 
$7600 by a fury in Judge Houser’s 
court yesterday. 

The trial was hard fought, Dr. 
Daugherty, represented by Jones & 
Evans, alleging negligence on the part 
of the driver of the machine, Ear! 
Bothwell, who swerved and struck an 
auto occupied by the doctor and wife. 
Negligence was also charged by Both- 
well and Harry Love, represented by 
Attorney Slauson. 

A non-suit was granted in the case 
of C. EB. Love, as he showed he had 
given the auto to hi sson, Harry, and 
that the latter owned it. Love and 
Rothwell were made defendants. The 
award was $2500 for Dr. Daugherty's 
injuries, and $5100 for the death of 
his wife. 


EXHUMATION FEF. 
CHINESE FIGHT LAW. 

The first step to declare unconeti- 
tutional the law which imposes a fee 
of $10 for the exhumation of interred 
bodies was taken yesterday when Car- 
rol Cook, attorney for the Six Chi- 
nese Compantes of San Francisco, ap- 
plied to Presiding Judge McCormick 
for a writ of mandate to compel 
Health Commissioner Powers to per- 
mit the bodies of Chinese buried here 
to be disinterred for transportation to 
China without paying the $10 pro- 
vided by the statute. An order to 
show cause was made returnable be- 
fore Judge Morrison November 10. 

The movement to ship the bodies 
of Chinese back to the Flowery King- 
dom will become general if the law 
is declared unconstitutional. As there 
are probably 1000 Chinese buried in 
thie county and many thousands in 
San Francisco and elsewhere through- 
out the State, the $10 required un- 
der the law would amount to a large 
sum. This money Cook is endeavoring 
to save. his clients by having the fee 
taken out of the statute.

When they 
came to Los Angeles and located a 
home here, they were joined by Cas- 
par, who, in dying, left his estate to 
Mrs. Ainley. Babbick is now trying 
to set aside the will, which he alleges 
was executed under the influence of 
Mrs. Ainley, and he has, according to 
Attorneys Hunsacker . Britt and 
Graves, documents to prove his re- 
lationship to Caspar. 


END PARK SUIT. 
TO ARGUE RAILWAY'S POINTS. 


The Silver Lake Park condemna- 
tion suit, which has been on trial be- 
fore Judge Works for five weeks, 
wound up yesterday and the attor- 
neys will argue Monday afternoon on 
the points raised by the Pacific Elec- 
tric in regard to the subway, wheth- 
er part of the land the city seeks is 
devoted to public use and if so wheth- 
er the city has the right to condemp 
it. 


The property sought to be con- 
demned includes 773 lots and twen- 
tv-five houses, It has a tleneth of 


three and two-tenths miles and ex- 
tends from Sixth street and Alexan- 
dria avenue north of Sunset boule- 
vard to Silver Lake reservoir, in the 
hills back of Edendale. The ninety- 
eight owners, represented by sixty- 
seven attorneys, valued their holdings 
at $2,000,000. The city’s realty ex- 
ooh appraised the propefty at $55,- 
0. 


The suit has been of exceptional in- 
terest because of the property involved 
and the proposed subway of the Pa- 
cifie Electric, projected through part 
of the land desired for park purposes. 
Under the new city charter, park land 
can be used for no other purpose. If 
this holds, the subway at that potnt 
must be abandoned anda detour 
made, which would carry it under the 
mansions of the Wilshire district. 

The proposed park is one of the 
most ambitious the city has planned. 
Robert M. Allen, one of the city’s ex- 
perts, estimated that the Increase in 
real estate values, by reason of the 
improvement, would be $8,000,000. 
More than 30,000 lots comprise the 
asfessment district. 

The trial was conducted by Assis- 
tant City Attorney Burnell, assisted by 
Deputy Lewis E. Whitehead. City At- 
torney Stephens was present.
